Novelty (N) Claims 1 ~ 9 

The claims are novel in the light of Dl - D3 because none of the citations discloses a hfting lever for a cistern 
flush valve wherein one end of the lever (adapted for operative engagement wifli a flush actuating button) has 
first and second engagement regions which are relatively closer and farther to the pivot mounting such that 
initial movement of the button causes it to engage the second engagement region and pivot the lever through a 
first predetermined range of movement whereafter further movement of the button in flie same direction causes 
it to engage the first engagement region and further pivot the lever. 

Inventive step (IS) Claims 1-9 

The claims involve an inventive step for the same reason above.
